Blood Bank Questions 
And Answers 


Sponsored By The Kiwanis Club 


1. What is a blook bank - 

Ans: A storage of units of blood, 
usually pints, consisting of all 
various types so that a compatible 
matching for transfusion can be 
made upon emergency. 

2. From what sources is the 
blood of Mercy Hospital Blood 
Bank procured? 

Ans: At present, all blood is ob- 
tained from a large blood bank in 
Bay City. This blood is rotated 
continuously through our own 
bank so that a fresh supply is al- 
ways on hand. A plan of the 
drawing of blood from our local 
citizens is being processed and in 
the near future will be put into 
effect. 

3. How is blood replaced 

Ans: By donors who are friends 
or relatives of the patient receiv- 
ing blood. It is required that two’ 
pints be given for the first pint 


{ because of the possible contamina- 


tion of the donor’s blood with in- 
fections or impurities which would 
make his donation undesirable for 
use in transfusions. 

4, When is blood replaced? 

Ans. On dates set by the Bay 
City Laboratory a blood procure- 
ment team is sent to Mercy Hos- 
pital. The patient who is in debt 
to the blood bank is notified in ad- 
vance of these dates and in turn 
may notify his donors. 

5. To whom is blood ¢ vailable? 

Ans. Any patient whose phy- 
sician prescribes such treatment.

i| dent tickets. His main campaign issue was municipal 
}} corruption. Mr. Halley won handily, by a plurality— 
{| over three other candidates—of better than 160,000. 
In Philadelphia, the Republicans have been in pol- 
| itical control_of the city for almost 70 years. Recent de- 
{ velopments indicated, to put the case mildly, that cer- 
| tain municipal affairs smelled to high heaven. The Dem- 
| ocratic candidate, for mayor, Joseph Clark, ran on a 
I | platform very similar t6 Mr. Halley’s. He promised to 
all clean_things up. He too won decisively. 

It is always a mistake to attach too much signifi- 
cance to off-year elections—experience has proven that 
they often-:mean nothing as a harbinger of things to 
come. However, such very pronounced switches in pub- 
lic sentiment as these hardly look like just a passing 
breeze. In a great many circles, and in both the parties, 
there is a feeling of certainty that the clean government 
issue will be dominant in 1952.

Fluorescent Dyed 
And Printed Fabrics 


Those dazzling colors you see in 
shirts, sweaters jackets caps, socks 
and ties are probably fluorescent 
‘colors. This class of dyes was de- 
veloped during World War Il. For 
better visibility, landing signal 
officers of U. S. carriers wore 
fluorescent striped uniforms and 
signaled planes to landings with 
fluorescent paddles. Since the 
war, this type of dye has found 
wide usage for dying and printing 
of fabrics for wearing apparel, ac- 
cessories and houschold fabrics. 

Fluorescent dye differs from 
other classes of dyes used in col- 
oring yarns and ‘fabrics: ~ It is 
mage of translucent substances 
that fluoresce or glow when the 
invisibile ultra-violet light of day- 
light hits or contacts it. ; These 
dyes are usually very vivid in 
hues of fire red, saturné green, 
neon red are yellow, signal green, 
flag red, and flag blue. They. are 
used on fabrics of various fibre 
content—acetate, nylon, and wool. 
Just recently it was announced 
that a new mercerized cotton 
yarn has been developed that can 
be dyed with fluorescent dye. 

Textile manufacturers have 
found that this type of dyestuff 
can also be used to make screen 
and roller printed fabrics. There 
is a fluorescent printed fabric call- 
ed “Colorvision Print.” These 
colors are not as vivid as the dyed 
fabrics. 

The National Institute of Clean- 
ing and Dyeing has found that 
fabrics dyed or printed with 
fluorescent dyes can bleed and 
change color under certain condi- 
tions of wear and cleaning. They 
are very sensitive to light. Upon 
long exposure to sunlight, some of 
the dyes become lighter, others 
darker in color.
